a. Two Soviet anti-air raid 2 regiments of the 18th. Division3 arrived in 
Dairen .from Vladivostok at the end of July. They will be transferred 
to Antung and Mukden. 

b» In late July two divisions of Soviet infantry arrived in Mukden by the 
Chinese Changchun Railroad. In early Augu&t they were stationed in 
the western suburb of Mukden s residents of the area were forcibly 
moved. According to rumor, these divisions will be thrown into the 
front once the present truce parley breaks. 

3. Eight hundred naval cadets trained by the Soviets in Dairen have been sent 
to East China, South China, and Manchuria for service. Those sent to 
South China arrived at Canton on k and 8 July and have been, given jobs at 
Ghanchiang (Hsijdng) (110-2L, 21-11), Tulin, TJelchou Island”* Santsa.- Island 
and other naval fc&ses.
